In spending a recent evening with Paul at his 
temporary home in Santa Ana and later over a couple 
of beers, the one feeling that impressed me above all 
else, was his great sense of frustration. Here is a man 
who has devoted all of his recent life to motorcycle 
road racing to the point of not taking a vacation for 
the past four years, unable to find a worthy 
and suitable ride, 

Paul Anthony Smart was born near the Brands 
Hatch Race Circuit on April 23, 1943 to Harry and 
Nancy Smart, He experienced a fairly normal 
childhood and upbringing with his sister Penny, and, 
after education, he served an 
apprenticeship as a boat builder. At fourteen, Paul’s 
parents had moved to their present address at East 
Farleigh, Maidstone, Kent, to become proprietors of a 
trailer park and cafe, and it was here that young 
Paul's interest in motorcycles began. The cafe **was 
frequented by motorcyclists. It was the in place in 
the area where the boys used to collect. We used to

England were fantastic. The bikes they had over here 
were 20 HP less than they had over in England." He 
also would have liked to ride for Ducati, as the 
factory people treated him like a “king,” but a 
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change in Ducati management and a different attitude 
towards racing, pre-empted that. 

Introspectively, Paul's personal philosophy is 
somewhat fatalistic. He has had some close friends 
killed in competition, but he has also lost a number 
of friends to non-competitive accidents, one just 
recently. “On the morbid side of it I feel that is 
predestined and I don’t see any reason why I should 
get killed racing than get killed anywhere else." He 
considers himself quite safety minded and hás a great 
belief in his skill and sense of judgment. 
Remembering the death of Bill Ivy, a close friend 
who Paul grew up with, he reflected: “It is difficult, 
when you know he was going pretty good, to accept 
that he is not here anymore,” But on the whole, Paul 
admittedly doesn’t think in this vein very often.

Though Paul really enjoyed “tramping around the 
Continent” on the World Championship Circuit, it 
was really too much work driving a thousand miles 
and completely rebuilding two machines between 
meetings to justify the money involved. Above all 
else, he enjoys the English International Meetings the 
most. “They draw a terrific amount ot spectators ana 
they are all super-enthusiastic” and, to him, the races 





have a certain atmosphere and give him a “terrific 
boost..To go here to Ontario and have what looks 
like a dozen people in the stands makes you feel a 
little insignificant." 

He also feels that the Americans and the Japanese, 
for the most part, don't put enough emphasis on the 
handling of their racers. He characterized their 
attitude as being primarily concerned with 
horsepower and great top speeds, but not worrying 
too much about the corners. He further attibuted this 
to the fact that “road racing is relatively in its infancy 
over here" in comparison to England and the 
Continent, 

Paul would also like to “have a go at automobile 
racing...I’d like to try a good car, Formula Three or 
Two, probably Formula Two, I don’t want to start at 
the bottom though." He went on to add that he felt 
Bill Ivy would have been great in Formula cars, had 
he not been killed in a motorcycle Grand Prix. And, 
of course, Mike Hailwood and others have made the 
transition to Formula One.

In talking of his competition, Paul -characterized 
Jarno Saarinen as “the fastest thing on two wheels

last year, without a doubt,” and expects Saarinen to 
contest Agostini if he gets competitive machinery. 
But he questions if Jarno has fallen down and really 
hurt himself yet. As he puts it, pain “is the big 
yardstick. Falling off and not being able to get up. 
It's horrible, isn't it? It really takes a little edge off 
you.” But he figures Jarno is the exception, the “опе 
in a thousand...He rides ten-tenths, he has supreme 
feeling and control, and uses the right line and every 
bit of the road.” Paul is also quite high on Kenny 
Roberts and Gary Fisher as possible future greats, 
and, along with Kel Carruthers, he feels that the 
Yamaha Team will provide the greatest competition 
this year, especially on the tighter circuits. 

Though Paul and his lovely wife, Maggie (sister of 
British race star Barry Sheene) have recently 
purchased a house in England (“it will be cheaper”), 
Paul wouldn’t mind making the U.S. his permanent 
home. He is quite impressed with the people here and 
has readily made a number of good friends, both in

OPEN SEASON ON ALL 

In reply to the letter from Mr. Harry 
L. Howarth of West Covina (Cycle 
News, Vol. X No. 4), regarding the 
campaign to legalize shooting wild 
burros because they are a threat to the 
desert ecology, and his reference to 
issuing a license to hunt motorcyclists 
because they damage the ecology. 

Let’s face facts. Open season has been 
declared on all off road vehicle users. 
Federal and State legislation has been 
passed 10 restrict our form of 
recreational use of public lands. 

But see who has been lobbying to 
have this legislation passed? It’s no 
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secret that the Cattlemen's Association 
is one of the biggest backers of this 
form of legislation. 

The number of cattle being grazed on 
public lands in the desert is staggering. 
Laws have been passed to control off 
road vehicle use on these lands, but 
there is no control of the innocent 
burros who wander over the desert. 
These burros are eating a lot of food 
that could be used by cattle. 

Compared with cattle, wild burros do 
little damge to our ecology. In fact, the 
wild burro is actually a part of the 
desert ecology. 

And when you compare the damage 
done to our ecology by massive logging 
operations, mining operations, pipe 
lines, power lines, railroads, land 
speculators, and the military bases that 
have consumed a large portion of our 
once public desert lands, then you 
might see things in a different light. 

A large logging operation can do 
more damage to the public lands in one 
week than a million motorcycles could 
do in a year. 

Let's face facts. The motorcyclists, 
the sportsman, the rock hound, the 
Sunday picnicker, and yes, even the 
lowly burro, are all the target of special 
interest groups. 

Write to your  Assemblymen, 
Congressmen, Senators, and other 
Representatives. Let them know how 
you feel, Join and support M.O.R.E. 

Let's fight to save the burro, and let's 
fight to save the right to use public 
lands for recreational use.

We sell about 100 bikes per month, 
of which about 90 are off-highway 
vehicles. Let’s look at the revenue for 
only one month from people buying 
bikes at our shop to ride in the same 
desert that the Sierra Club and State of 
California are trying to close. 

The average taxable motorcycle sale 
at our shop is about $800.00. Eight 
hundred dollars multiplied by 90 bikes 
comes to $72,000. The average tax at 
5% to the state is $43,200 per year from 
people riding in the desert. 

The point that I'm trying to make is 
that if you put this together with 
hundreds of other motorcycle shops in 
Southern California, along with the 
closing of the desert and you've got 
what could be the most disastrous loss 
of tax revenue in state history, 

The Sierra Club and Coors’ Beer 
apparently do not care, but how about 
the people in the capital. Are they 
blind? 

I hope I have reached some desert 
riders and potential desert riders. With 
the help of CMIC maybe we can turn 
the legal power to our side for a change.

The desert racing fraternity is 
conservative by nature and rightly so 
since a 50-mile loop isn’t quite the place 
for testing your new 52mm carb that 
should increase your horsepower by at 
least 75%! In the lonely world of the 
desert racer only the tried and true are 
acceptable as the pits can sometimes be 
a good day’s walk away. 

Of the few bikes bagging victories in 
the masochistic AMA Dist. 37 weekly 
races, Husqvarna seems the most 
prevalent of the big bore machinery. 
Since its indtroduction in this country it 
has been relatively conservative and 
super-reliable. Reliability is the first 
scale used to measure the worth of a 
desert bike and, for this, the Husky is 
generally: accepted as foremost. 

One of the most appealing aspects of 
ownership of this mechanically 
conservative motorcycle is the fact that 
you get the exact same bike as the “big 
name” sponsored desert racers. Factory 
“Works Specials” are a fact of life at 
Husqvarna but these are extremely rare 
and exclusively limited to European 
motocross. The showroom stock Husky 
has all the ingredients for that first 
overall victory in the desert wars. No 
trick frames or suspension units are 
required. 

The attention paid to small details is 
often the dividing factor between the 
also-rans and winners, and one such 
detail is the swingarm. One inch of 
extension does wonders for the handling 
and removes almost -entirely the 
infamous “Husky Hop”. This turns 
Husky pilots into those who love the 
long, long sections of murderous 
whoop-de-doos that Dist. 37 clubs use 
to break the “monotony” of rocky hills. 

This modification will also help the 
motocrosser freak as bouncing over 
rough terrain is slowed to a controllable 
level and a rider under control is a faster 
rider, 

Few home workshops have the 
necessary tools to perform this mod so 
it is best left to professionals such as 
Jere Kirkpatrick, Besides а heli-arc 
welder, such tings as an abrasive cutoff 
saw, alignment jig, and hydraulic press 
are required. Huskys are made of a 
Swedish alloy very close to SAE 4130 
Chrome Moly Steel, so welding by 
methods other than _heli-arc’ aren’t 
recommended, 

After the swingarm is removed the 
ends are marked so that mixups can be 
avoided. The cut is made as close to the 
cross brace as possible. Both surfaces, 
along with the extension plugs, are 
beveled to increase weld penetration. 
The brake torque arm and brake rod 
must also be extended the same 
amount. The extension plugs are pressed 
into the swingarm and tack-welded 
while the alignment is checked. 

By the way, the plugs are made of 
SAE 4130 so you needn't worry about 
the strength of the new pieces. The 
alignment requires special steel 
bushings, as using the stock rubber 
bushings will result in a stinky little fire. 
Alignment is checked often as the weld 
is completed. Jere uses OxWeld 65 rod, 
2% Tungsten, 15 inches Mercury of 
Argon, and a 15 second post purge after 
welding. No grinding is done to the 
welds to insure full strength. 

For riders wishing to further 
"bulletproof" their machines you can 
have your brake torque arm modified as 
pictured. By welding on the three pieces 
shown you can ride over and through 
rocky sections with no fear. The torque 
arm is vulnerable because the 
low-hanging chain guide seems to attract 
every rock within 25 yards! Hit a large 
one with enough force and, if you're 
lucky, you'll have only a slightly bent 
torque ;arm. If unlucky, the arm will 
have bent enough to derail the chain. 
After carrying out this mod you can 
ride over rocks that would pretzel a 








stock arm! 

Once the job is done, the affected 
areas should be wire brushed and 
painted to restore their original 
appearance. The color closest to the 
original is ‘‘Dupli-Color Auto 
Touch-Up”. Look for DS-GM 109 on 
the top which means a General Motors 
metallic silver of around 1966 vintage 
for various cars. Small spary cans are 
available at most auto parts stores. 

The ride will now be smoother 
because of the added wheelbase and the 
increased angle on the shocks. Cranking 
the spring adjusters up a notch or two 
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Disassembl 


should restore the original tension 
although most riders will welcome the 
softer ride. The chain requires a 
“half-link” (three pins). Then you're 
ready to ride. You now have a bike 
capable of running with the best and all 
it takes is a little luck and a bunch of 


practice. 
The price of all this good work is 
very reasonable, The swingarm 


extension kit is $10.50 “if you trust 
your welding” or, if not, just mail the 
three parts (swingarm, torque arm, and 
brake rod) and $25.00. The rockbuster

We took off the 
handlebars and put the machine on the 
running board of a Mercer car for the 
trip, then assembled it down there. 1 
went over that hill like nothing flat! 
Won myself a pair of Firestone tires that 
day. 

At that hillclimb, somehow, I wasn't 
getting any lubrication. | pulled it down 
when we got back to the factory and 
the rings were broken. That didn’t seem 
to have made any difference. They 
didn’t have anything that could touch 
that machine, I'll never forget it. 


They stopped making Reading 
Standards so I got a job at the Cleveland 
motorcycle factory in 1923. I rode a six 


days trial in 1924 on a Cleveland 
two-stroke. We started out from 
Cleveland on a Monday morning. Our 
first night stop was in Detroit. The 
second day we went from Detroit to 
South Bend, Indiana, 

On the Second day out, right outside 
of Battle Creek, Michigan, my engine 
quit. It wasn’t getting any spark. | 
found that the brush had worn down to 
the point where it wasn’t making 
contact. I had an automatic pencil with 
lead in it, so I broke off three pieces of 
lead and put them in the brush holder. 
It got me into South Bend. 

From South Bend we rode into 
Louisville, Kentucky. From Louisville 
we passed chain gangs working on the 
road to Wheeling, West Virginia. We 
ended up in Pittsburgh. 

I didn't do so well, getting a fifth 
place in the trade division. It was just a 
lousy silver medal, but it was fun. That’s 


what counts. 

Later the Cleveland factory built a 
45-cubic inch four cylinder, It was 
designed by Everett DeLong, formerly 
of the Ace Company. When Indian 
bought Ace in 1928 he became chief 
engineer for the Cleveland factory. The 
trouble was, he had to use up a lot of 
Reading Standard: parts that Cleveland 
got. when they bought out Reading 
Standard, It was still a darn nice running 
little machine. 

Prior to this time they had trouble 
carbureting the 
DeLong designed a trick manifold while 
he still worked for Ace. It changed the 
machine completely. In fact "Red" 
Wolverton rode an Ace to a world 
record at the time.

Cleveland closed down too and I 
went to work for a Harley-Davidson 
Cleveland. 1 purchased a

The Harley dealer sent me to the 
Harley-Davidson factory for mechanic's 
school.

At 
that time I sold my hillclimber to one of 
the local fellows. The factory service 
manager, Jim O'Ryan, didn't want me 
to do any more hillclimbing. So that 
was the end of my hillclimbing career, 
around 1930. 

Thor’s chief engineer, Bill Otaway, 
had ^ became 
Harley-Davidson. He knew his onions, 
believe me. Anytime you gave him a

suggestion, he would say, “I tried that 
back in such and such a year...it won’t

work!” He had Hank Syvertson working 
for him as head of the Harley-Davidson 
racing department at the time. 

I was with Harley-Davidson when the 
old heads were there...the originals:

job with Northrop Aircraft in final 
assembly. 

After the war I got together with Aub 
Lebard. I used to correspond with him 
when he was in the Air Force during the 
war. I told him we ought to go into 
business when it was over with. 

He was discharged in 1945, and we 
started in business in 1946. We did 
painting and repairs for other shops. He 
would do metal work and I would do 
the painting, all in a single garage. It was 
really something, 

Of- all my bikes a 1925 
Harley-Davidson was my favorite. It was 
strong and sturdy. It needed darn little 
care. Of course it had a dead loss oil

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., Feb. 18, 
1973 — Kenny Roberts astounded 
absolutely no one in the final chapter of 
the American Indoor Short Track with a 
win in the 20 lap finale. Al Kenyon got 
his act together in a great show of force 
that may have put him third in the 
series after a nearly clean sweep of the 
event to a second place in the main, 

The eighth running of the indoor 
proved a great draw for riders. Mert 
Lawwill, Eddie Mulder and John 
Hateley all got a chance to run. Lawwill 
rode his first pavement indoor in five 
years and barely missed the semi despite 
having a motor that is clearly not too 
fast. The regular runners of this series 
were outclassed for the most part but 
some were merely eliminated by bad 
moves on the part of the officials. Mike 
Gerald, the Louisiana flash, has had 
nothing but problems in this series-and 
today was no different, Steve 
Hernandez was just about the same. 

In their heat, both were put back on 
the third row with Hernandez 
committing the sin of having his hand 
slip off the clutch while he was putting 
it in gear. He slipped across the line as 
starter Hoy Odom mounted the stand 
and was promptly put out with Gerald 
who was trying to get in the proper 
order on that line. District referee Walt 
Masterson was attempting to put that 
line in order when the flag dropped with 
Gerald in the improver position, and the 
starter blackflagged him. After that race 
was over, the fans expressed their 
displeasure but the damage was done 
and Gerald’s 2200 mile trip was at a 
disappointing end. 

Rick Hocking had already sewed up 
the championship while the rest of the 
top ten were in doubt. John Gennai 
came up with handling problems that 
eliminated him from the main and put 
Pat McCaul on the spot. His third place 
standing could be turned into a second 
if he won, but the back row in the main 
wasn’t the place to try for that. 

Roberts had to work through traffic 
for the first semi win over Gary Tonda 
but did it convincingly with the fastest 
time. This gave Jim Odom the nod for 
the Main as the fastest semi took the 
fourth man for the ten man show. 

Kenyon won the second semi by a 


ton with almost no challenge. It was the 
next fastest time and set the pace for 
the main. It was obvious that the only 
way to get Roberts out of the way was 
to move him and no one could get near 
enough. 

The six lap consolation was a crasher 
and burner with Chal DeCecco surviving 
the best for that win over little Bruce 
Hanlon: and setting the pace for the 20 
lap bash of the last main. 

The outcome was in little doubt after 
the start with Roberts clearly 
dominating the lead for the entire 
distance and Al Kenyon doing his part 
with second. Roberts lapped all the way 
through fourth while teammate Hocking

The crashing started immediately 
with Dave Hansen the first one down. 
Next was Tonda. 

In the pack the best racing was 
around fourth and fifth with MacGregor 
and the veteran Odom changing spots 
with Hammond.

Australia continued its trouncing of * 
Great Britain in the Test series Down 
Under by winning the seventh and final 
Test at the Sydney Showground on 
Monday, January 29. 

Match was held on the Australia Day 
holiday to commemorate the discovery 
of this country by one of our blessed 
English forefathers...but our Aussie 
riders had no sympathy for Limeys 
despite the auspicious occasion! 
Australia again trounced the British to 
win by 62 points to 46. The Lions were 
once again a hapless squad. Only visitor 
to show any fire was Scotsman, George 
Hunter, who scored 11 points — top of 
the British charts. 

Hunter, who has raced at Costa Mesa 
(California), was drafted into the team 
as a last-minute replacement for injured 
star, Peter Collins, who had to fly back 
to England with a broken leg after the 
fourth Test at the Sydney circuit. 
Hunter showed flashes of brilliancy and 
twice turned in exciting rides to defeat 
Australia’s top two, skipper Jim Airey 
and Adelaide hero John Boulger. 

But, the Scotsman apart, there was 
precious little to enthuse over from his 
six English teammates. Captain, -Nigel 
Boocock, rode valiantly for a total of ~ 
nine points...Lancastrian Chris. Pusey 
showed a few flashes of fire for another 
nine points...but that was their lot. 

Arnold Haley and Eric Broadbelt, 
two seasoned English internationals, 
floundered,..as did Bob Kilby who 
could score only three points. For 
Kilby, this total was ridiculous, He 
heads the riders on British League 
averages and should be a double figure 
man in every match. It all seemed to 
amount to a complete lack of 
application. 

By contrast, the Australians showed 
no let-up and rode the Lions into the * 
ground. Their victory gave them the 
Test ‘ashes’ by six matches to one. A 
most decisive result and one that would 
have been more palatable to us patriotic 
Diggers had it been 7-0! However, a 
slight slip-up in the second Test in 
Adelaide blotted the copybook. 

JIM AIREY BACK AFTER INJURY 

Highlight of the match was the 
return to racing of regular Australian 
captain, National Champion and Sydney 
Showground hero, Jim Airey. 

Airey, the golden boy who has just as 
many fans in California following his 
scorching performances at Costa Mesa 
and other speedway circuits during the 
American international season in recent 
years, had been out of action for more 
than two months with a fractured arm. 

He sustained the injury the only 
break of his motorcycle racing career — 


while teaching children to ride 
mini-bikes in a Sydney suburb one 
Sunday afternoon. (Bring on Bruce 


Brown and a camera for a new swtich to 
‘Any Sunday’!). 

Airey had a special try-out a couple 
of days before the match, came through 
with flying colours and was declared fit 
to resume racing.

Best of the rest was young, Barry 
Van Praag, son of the most famous 
pre-war speedway star, Lionel Van 
Praag. Old Lionel, who is still alive and 
well and flying small aeroplanes as a 
hobby, is the first-ever World 
Champion. Barry rode at reserve for this 
match and kept the Australian flag 
flying with a solid seven points from 
five rides. 

Englishman, Barry Thomas, rode at 


reserve for Britain but was next to 
useless because of a cut knee

Despite the score, the meeting 
provided some first class racing and gave 
the thrillhungry patrons plenty to 
cheer.

In other Australian meetings, World 
Champion Ivan Mauger and former 
World Champ Ole Olsen, have been 
setting the tracks alight in Victoria, 
South Australia and Queensland. The

in as short a time as possible. 

To date their score is about even. 
Olsen opened with a sheet of good wins 
but Mauger has put in a late run and 
claimed the cash at quite a few big 
meetings lately, Their clashes always 
produce superb speedway and fans 
throughout Australia have much to be 
thankful for this summer. 

SCOTT AUTREY TO ENGLAND 

It has been confirmed that American 
solo whiz, Scott Autrey, will race in 
England this year. Autrey has signed for 
the British League First Division team, 
Exeter. In so doing he becomes the 
third American of the current speedway 
era to tackle the tough British League 
competition. 

DeWayne Keeter, that so-popular and 
very impressive bundle of speedway 
talent, was the first when he joined 
Leicester in 1969. Then in 1970 Steve 
Bast had a spell with the mighty 
Wembley Lions. 

Autrey faces a hard season as it’s far 
from easy going in First Division racing 
in Britain. However, Second Division 
racing is prohibitive to foreigners so 
young Scott hasn’t much choice about 
which Division he tackles. A shame, 
because a spell in the lower sphere 
would do wonders while he finds his 
league feet. Nevertheless, the 
20-year-old is a highly talented rider 


who should adapt comfortably and 
English fans are eagerly awaiting his 
appearance,

second week in March so that he'll have

Russ Sanford is coming! Russ 
Sanford is coming! (If you don’t know 
who he is, you deserve 50 lashes with a 
green stickie.) 

For those of you who might not 
know, Russ Sanford is the president of 
MORE, (Motorcycle Owners, Riders and 
Enthusiasts) and is a full-time lobbyist 
for our interests in the state capitol. 

Sanford will be in California City 
Thursday and Friday, Feb. 22-23, for 
the _meetings of the California 
Recreational Trails Committee. (More 
about that further on in today’s 
column.) 

Rap Time 

Since he will be in the area, it would 
be an excelent time for off-road and 
on-road enthusiasts to meet with a man 
who has done more for motorcycling 
than anybody else. Russ will Бе 
available to rap with us about pending 
legislation, legislation which has been 
passed, MORE’s role in fighting unfair 
laws and promoting favorable ones, and 
generally anything which is on the 
minds of off-road vehicle owners. 

Since Russ has one free night while 
he’s near the Valley he will spend that 
evening with the enthusiasts of the 
Antelope Valley. The meeting will be 
Friday, Feb, 23 in the Antelope Valley 
High School cafeteria, beginning at 7 
p.m. It is open to the public, and no 
admission charge will be made. It would 
be nice, however, for everyone in 
attendance to dig up a donation for 
MORE. If you don't belong to MORE, 
you can't possibly call yourself a 
concerned motorcyclist. Membership in 
the organization is $1 a year, and there’s 
no better bargain anywhere. 

Now, on to Red Rock Canyon and 
the meeting in California City. 

Thursday, Feb. 22, beginning at 7 
p.m., the California Recreational Trails 
Committee will meet at the Holiday Inn 
in California City, where the members 
will hear testimony from the Red Rock 
Canyon Citizens Advisory Committee, 
concerning the future of Red Rock 
Canyon as it relates to off-road vehicles. 

Make no mistake about it, the 
citizens committee does not represent 
your views, or my views, Committees 
composed of garden club people, Sierra 
Clubbers, and supposed “off-road 
enthusiasts" whose last jaunt was in a 
cut down ‘39 Chevy, never do. 

One man, Dean Karlberg of 
Ridgecrest, is on the Citizens 
Committee to truly represent ORVs. 
He, along with Russ Sanford, are our 
best weapons in this fight. Support 
them. It took a lot to get Karlberg on 
that committee, and he is the only one 
on it who favors ORVs, and who has a 
true knowledge of the desert area. Don't 
let his contribution be lost. 

Red Rock Canyon Classification 

The whole situation involves the 
classification of Red Rock Canyon as 
either a State Park or a Recreation Area. 
Proponents of off-road vehicle use of 
the area want it classified as a 
Recreation Area; preservationists who 


want to build a fence around it, put a 
lock on the gate and throw the key 
away, want to make it a State Park, 

Thursday night is the time to make 
your views known. The Advisory 
Committee undoubtedly will ask for 
State Park status. If unopposed, the 
Trails Committee will probably 
recommend State Park status to the 
State Parks and Recreation Committee, 
and presto, a new State Park, 

I'm not against State Parks, but Red 
Rock Canyon has been for years a site 
for ORV use, and should continue to be 
just that. If there are areas which need 
further protection, a provision can be 
made to establish a Natural Preserve 
within the Recreation Area. To a person 
who uses and enjoys Red Rock Canyon, 
a situtation can easily be worked out 
wich allows both use and preservation 
(the true meaning of conservation) with 
a Recreation Area classification, 

Areas suitable for ORV use would 
then be available, and certain sites 
which could suffer damage, would be 
protected, Simple, right? 

Garden Clubbers Attack 

It is simple until the garden clubbers 
swarm down and demand that ORVs be 
banished to “some other area”. Then, 
they form committees, which do not 
include off-road representation, pass 
themselves off as saviors of all which is 
good and proper, and indignantly pass 
judgement on hundreds of thousands of 
other people whose recreation happens 
to come in the form of a dirt bike, dune 
buggy or any other vehicle which uses 
areas other.than the paved highways. 

Once they have their State Parks, 
their work is done. They probably 
rarely "rough it" and actually take a 
trip into the desert itself. They go to a 
State Park, 

Imagine the scene. The trusy garden 
clubber rolls into the established park, 
maneuvers his station wagon and trailer 
into space 31-J6A of the paved parking 
area, blocks up the trailer and hooks up 
the TV antenna, Then, the awning is 
unrolled, the lawn chairs come out (but 
there is no lawn, or even dirt — that was 
paved over long ago) and after the 
electrical and water hookups are made, 
our erstwhile nature lover takes a look 
around — Why, there’s the trailer in 
space 30-J6A on the left, and the trailer 
in space 32-J6A on the right. Then, 
there’s the ranger station which has 
pictures of what used to be here before 
the park was established to protect it,

The MORE sound truck is a 
white-over-blue 1962 Dodge carryall. 
You will be able to spot it easily from 
the flag-pole and speaker poles mounted 
at the rear. All motorcyclists should 
come to the MORE truck and register 
because the winners of the competition 
between two-and four-wheelers will be 
on a head-count basis. 


The MORE sound truck will be 


parked adjacent to the Jawbone Canyon 


Road, about one (1) mile in from 
Highway 14. I will be set-up for 
registrations starting at 12:00 PM 


(noon) on Friday, January 30th.

representative of the A.M.A. lo bear 
this out he, for hour after hour,

Well, I tried again, but not with 
much better luck than on previous 
attempts. You'd think that with the 
hundreds of government agencies 
involved, with the tens of millions of 
tax dollars spent annually to “fight” 
forest fires; with the extensive 
propaganda programs designed to create 
in the public mind a perfectly identity 
between forest fire and evil 
(Including the Smokey Bear program 
that the Office of Emergency Planning 
enthusiastically described in its report 
to Congress as having “marked impact 
particularly with children and through 
the children to the parents” — Chairman 
Mao, are you taking notes?), you'd 
think that with all this government 
activity nothing would be easier than 
getting honest answers to some basic 
questions: 

1) What good is accomplished by the 
several million dollars per year that 
motorcyclists are forced to spend on 
spark arresters? 

2)How many fires are prevented, 
and what proportion of the total does 
this represent? 

3) How many acres aren't burned 
because of motorcycle spark arresters, 
and what does this mean in terms of 
dollar losses and the ecological balance 
of nature? 

But the legions of federal, state, 
county and local functionaries seem far 
more interested in enforcing spark 
arrester laws, violation of which carries 
a whopping fine, than in considering 
what good, if any, these laws actually 
do. 

According to federal data, well over 
half of all forest fires in the Rocky 
Mountain and Pacific Coast states are 
caused by lightning. In the Southeast, 
about one-third of all forest fires are 
due to what the Feds choose to call 
*incendiarism". Sounds terrible, doesn't 
it? All those pyromaniacs running 
around starting fires. Awful. 

Of course, when the Feds themselves 
decide to start fires they don't call it by 
that name. They call it ‘prescribed 
burning" and say, as the Department of 
Agriculture does, that the concept is 
sanctified by “laboratory programs” 
which include “highly technical, 
theoretical and scale model research 
concerned with the study of fire itself". 
Highly technical? Whatever that phrase 
means, your tax dollars paid for it, so 
enjoy, enjoy. Р 

The plain fact is that Southerners 
were regularly burning out accumulated 
forest debris long before there was a 
Bureau of Land Management or a U.S. 
Forest Service, a useful trick they 
learned from the Indians who did it for 
thousands of years before there was 
even a Big Brother. It works, 

That’s why the Feds are slowly 
beginning to talk about “prescribed 
burning", an anciefit practice endowed 
with a clumsy bureaucratic neologism. 
The only point in conflict. is whether 
the decisions where and when to burn 
shall be made by the people who have 
worked the land and have lived on it for 
generations, or by federal appointees. 


All brush and timber will burn, sooner 
or later, and later is by no means always 
better. When burns are regular, they are 
small, doing little more than clearing 
out the dead wood. But when fires are 
“prevented” for long periods, i.e., 
delayed beyond the normal schedule set 
by nature, so much vegetation 
accumulates that the eventual fires is 
much fiercer — bad enough to kill plants 
that, through adaptation, would merely 
lose their leaves under the normal way 
of nature. 


So when money-hungry bureaucrats 
demand taxes and laws to delay the 
inevitable, it’s up to them to prove the 
advantage of this costly policy. How do 
- they do it? 


'The number one argument seems to 
be the economic value of merchantable 
timber, which needs to be protected as a 
national resource, Plausible enough, but 
what does that havé to do with the 
Southern California mountains which 
have negligible merchantable timber, or 
the Southern California deserts which 
have none? 


This region is distinguished as much 
by its lack of merchantable timber as by 
its profusion of dirt bikes, and it was 
one of the first to be hit by punitive, 
vigorously enforced spark arrester laws. 
In fact, one Department of Agriculture 
publication goes so far as to state that 
the "fire problem is relatively light on 
large areas of desert and open range", 
such as constitute most of the popular 
Southern California dirt riding area. 


"Isn't it just a bit odd that the first 
heavy blows should be struck against 
motorcyclists in the very region where, 
according to the Feds' own argument, 
such impositions make the least sense? 

Other rational arguments favoring 
spark arresters turn out to be similarly 
doubtful. Southern California's highest 
fire risk comes at the end of the dry 
season, just before the annual 


monsoons, and when a fire does occur 
on hillsides, it is inevitably followed by 
serious erosion and mudslides. But the 
nearby National Forests need fear no

where motorcycles are still allowed to 
operate during the fire season. 

Some of the arguments are decidedly 
circular. For example, if you compute 
the loss due to fire as a ratio of the 
expense of prevention and control 
divided by the number of fires, and take 
a high value of this ratio to indicate a 
need for further expenditures on 
prevention and control, the inherent 
logic of your accounting leads you to 
expand your funding towards infinity. 

Again, protecting supposedly 
valuable timber is supposed to be a

cycle-caused conflagrations during this 
high-risk season — spark arresters or no 
— for the brutally simple reason that 
these mountainous regions are 
completely closed to public use during 
this period...which seems to get longer 
and longer each year. 

Thus, the months during which spark 
arresters could be expected to have their 
greatest benefit are the very months 
during which motorcycles are 
prohibited from using the “public” 
Forests. And the erosion argument does 
not apply to the few flat desert regions 





principal aim of government, yet 
according to one government report, the 
chief fire hazard in timber forests is the 
“immense quantities of logging slash". 
Why should motorcyclists be burdened 
to protect the immediate economic 
interests of loggers, when the loggers 
themselves create the main hazards? 
Furthermore, in another example of 
circularity, loggers who own stands of 
timber that really are economically 
valuable provide their own fire 
protection, Sharp-penciled accountants 
will allow up to 99¢ fire fighting costs 


for timber that is worth a dollar, for 
that leaves a penny profit, but they will 
certainly not spend $1.01 protecting 
timber worth only $1.00, for that 
means an overall loss. Yet the latter 
situation seems to be the only 
explanation for the incessant clamor for 
funds by professional federal fire 
fighters. If the timber “resources” really 
are so valuable, why not give 
motorcyclists free spark arresters, paid 
for out of logging-lease revenues? 
Ultimately, the justification for 
forcing cyclists to buy spark arresters 
falls back on thoroughly irrational 
arguments. Quote from the report by 
Farris Bryant, Director of the Office of 
Emergency Planning: “It can be said 


that as long as a single fire occurs, there. 


is room for improvement in 
prevention", Recalling that more than 
half the Western fires are started by 
lightning, does this mean we should 
develop.spark arresters in three sizes, for 
small, medium and large cumulo-nimbus 
thunderheads? 


And if this argument is logical, what" 
about the following: As long as a single 
woman dies in childbirth, there is room 
for improvement in the prevention of 
coitus. As long as a single person dies in 
his bathtub, there is room for 
improvement in the prevention of bath. 
The absurdity of such "reasoning" is 
good evidence that motorcyclists are 
being pointlessly ripped-off for spark 


arresters.

On a loop where the slightest 
off-camber would net a rider as much 
distance sideways as he could make 
straight-on, only seventeen points were 


dropped by the winning Expert, Bernie 
Schreiber, the Bultaco mounted whiz 
kid from La Crescenta. In second place, 
on his first ride as an Expert was 
Montesa rider, Mike Griffitts with thirty 
one points. Dropping only one mark to 
Mike for thirty two points was third 
place Elmer Norman on an Ossa. 

The Amateurs were shown how by 
Bultaco riding Guy VanGassbeek who 
lost only thirty two marks. He was 
followed by Mike Hansen and Jerry 
Wiencek with thirty seven and forty 
four points respectively. 

The winning Novice, very capably 
campaigning a Cotton was Scott Parker 
with fifty six marks dropped. He had 
thirteen cleans. Second place went to 
Paul Mellucci with a twin score of 56 
but. with 11 cleans. Down only one 
mark was third place Dennis McIntosh 
with a 57 point total. 

The kids class was won by Marc

The purpose of the Cycle News boot comparison test is not to tell you which 
motorcycle boot is better than another but rather to help you decide which boot 
would be the best for you and the type of riding you do. There are now a large 
number of quality motorcycle boots on the market. Choosing the right boot is a 
difficult venture which could end up in a costly mistake. You can not walk into a 
shoe store and try on various brands of boots as the average motorcycle dealer 
seldom has more than one brand in stock. The brands they do carry are usually 
supplied to them by the same distributor whose motorcycles or accessories they 
carry. Buying the same boots as your favorite hero rider wears is also a mistake 
because you can almost be sure he received the boots free of charge from his sponsor. 
A factory motocross rider like Ake Jonsson probably wears American Sport Racers 
because he gets them free from Maico. You can bet all the Penton riders on the ISDT 
team wore Hi Point boots because those are the brand sold by Penton. 

The boots chosen for the test were picked because they are known popular brands 
and motorcycle riding is their only real application. Price was also a consideration in 
the boots tested. The least expensive boot we tested was about fifty-five dollars. We 
could only choose so many boots to test so it seemed the most logical solution to 
test the popular brands which would be a sizeable expenditure in a rider’s budget. 
There are a number of inexpensive motorcycle boots on the market, mostly bought 
up by the new rider who is trying to keep his investment in the sport small. They all 
work as motorcycle boots but not as well as the boots chosen for this test. In this 
case we find that with price comes quality, safety and function. Some people wanted 
us to include a boot like the Sears’ lineman’s boot in our test because so many people 
do wear them. Our reply to them was that the Sears boot is a $20 mistake that a new 
rider only makes once. The first time he smashes his toe badly, smacks his shin hard, 
catches the heel or tries to unlace them when caked in mud is when he puts them up 
and buys a real motorcycle boot. An experienced rider will not wear them. 

When we first picked up the boots for testing we took all of them to an old and 
experjenced shoe repairman for evaluation. Who else would be better qualified to tell 
us how good the baots were as far as quality and being able to hold up in the long 
run than a cobbler who earns his living repairing and making shoes. He said a few 
things which at first surprised us. 

After an initial examination of the boots he said they were all excellently made 
boots. This is no cop out on our part or his because for the price they should be good 
boots. He had a hard time picking out the boots he like best because they all looked 
reliable. He did say he liked the normal buckles better than the trick things found on 
the Hi Point and Full Bore boots. Buckles are sewn to the boots on tabs of leather 
and if broken or torn would be easy to repair. The trick buckles on the Hi Points and 
the Full Bores as well as the standard buckles on the A.S.R. boots are riveted to the 
side of the boots instead of being sewn on. If these caught on something and were 
pulled out they would be very difficult to repair. He liked the steel capped toes as 
found on the Viking and Top Gear boots. It seems many motorcycle riders we talked 
to are against them because they think if the steel caps would collapse it could cut 




















off or crush toes. Neither they nor we have ever heard of it happening so we will have 
to say the obvious safety features of a steel cap in the toe far outweigh the 
envisioned disadvantage. Steel capped toes are better. Hercules’ steel toe taps workwell. 

Our cobbler also liked the sewn on soles on boots tested, like the Hercules 
Hallmans, Hi Point and Full Bore, better than the vulcanized soles of the Top Gear, 
Vikings and A.S.R.’s. This was from his viewpoint of having to repair them. From 
our experience and from talking with other riders we found the vulcanized soles will 
last the life of the boot while the glued and sewn soles may separate sooner wit!" age. 

What is the average life of one of these top quality boots? Used hard every 
weekend for motocross or enduro riding they will last about a year. For casual trail 
riding they should last indefinitely with proper upkeep. 

When we asked him which boot he would choose from a standpoint of best 
materials, quality and workmanship our cobbler was hard put to answer. He finally 
answered after even closer inspection of the boots that he liked the Viking and Top 
Gear boots the best. He wanted to choose the Full Bore boots but he just plain didn’t 
like the new type buckles they had. We thought we had a good idea of which boots 
were better and likely to win the comparison test when we left the cobbler’s but then 
we went out riding with the boots. 

As soon as we put on the boots we found out things we never realized. On many 
of the boots some of the straps were just too short to buckle up and the ones which 
did buckle usually buckled in the last hole punched in the strap. Put on a pair of 
motocross leather pants with shin guards and the situation becomes even worse. We 
found the pair of Hi Point enduro boots would buckle on the right leg and not on the 
left. After close inspection we discovered the straps on the right boot were 1/2 inch 
longer than the ones on the left. Even on some of the boots where the straps did 
reach the buckles the front padded panels were stretched so far open they couldn’t 
offer their best protection. 

Most of the boots tested were manufactured in Europe. It was obvious that those 
boots are being manufactured for a difterent build of person than the average 
American motorcycle rider. Before you buy a boot be sure to try on one of the same 
size. Conversion from European shoe sizes to American are not always accurate. Most 
of the boots ordered had to be exchanged for another size except for the Hercules, 
boot which is made in the USA. 

Wearing the boots really brought out their personalities and rid us ot the notion of 
trying to pick out one boot as being better than any of the others. A boot which was 
good for motocross racing usually proved to be unsuitable for enduro riding. What 
really surprised us was the Full Bores and the Hi Points, the two most popular 
enduro boots, were the heaviest and least comfortable to walk in. Strange when you 
consider the enduro rider is likely to wear his boots all day long and in many cases 
may do a lot of walking. 

Read the reviews of each of the boots tested and decide which one will best suit 
the type of riding you do. When you know what boot you would like, go to the 
dealer who carries it. Have with you the socks and the pants you will wear when you 
go riding. Try the boots on and walk around the showroom with them. Only then 
should you decide to lay down your hard earned money for them. They are all good 
boots but unless they fit your riding and your foot they aren’t going to do you any 
good. 
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The boot test: inspection and appraisal by cobbler, Belinda gets her foot into the fitting test, and then the field testing. 
= 
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The Hi Point boot was probably the 
best enduro boot of all the boots we 
tested. It is an extremely handsome 
boot with excellent construction. The 
bottom of the shoe is sewn on with the 
hard rubber sole bonded to it. Extra 
stitching is employed on the sole at the 
front to keep the sole from separating. 
It is also totally waterproof. Behind the 
padded front panel is a plastic coated 
nylon panel to keep out water and 
muck. It did seem extremely thin 
though and we were afraid it might tear 
easily. 

These boots have tohavethe trickest 
buckles in existence. The leather strap 
end wraps behind an upright pin and is 
then fastened onto another pin. It is a 
fast, simple answer to the mud clogged 
buckle problem found with other boots 
and the unique Hi Point design allows 
these boots to be fastened up or undone 
while wearing gloves. Early models of 
this boot had aluminum pins on the 
buckle which were prone to breaking 
easily but our later model test boot was 
equipped with steel pins. The buckles 
were riveted on which is bad but we 
couldn't see any way which they could 
be sewn on and stil work properly. 
Each buckle was anchored firmly with 
four rivets so it would be almost 
impossible for the buckle to pull out. 

At $59.95 the Hi Points are priced in 
the same league as the other boots it 
competes with. Good padding 
throughout, especially at the ankles, 
insures foot safety. Weight for one boot 
was 2 11/16 pounds, much lighter than 
the popular Full Bore boot which is its 
main competition. 

The Hi Point is also a more supple 
boot, making it our choice as the 
enduro boot we would much rather 
walk out of the woods in if our bike 
broke. We tested the model with the 


enduro sole but a smooth bottom 
motocross sole is available and would 
also be a good choice for racing. Hi 
Points are available in half sizes from 5 
to 13, D width. 





Full Bores are probably the most 
popular motorcycle boots around. Made 
for Yankee in Italy by a large ski boot 
manufacturer the Full Bores show their 
heritage. The boots are beautifully 
made, well padded, are waterproof and 
the construction is super heavy duty. 
From a safety viewpoint the Full Bores 
with their steel capped toes and armor 
platelike leather are the most protective 
boots going. They are more likely to 
help prevent a broken foot or ankle 
than any other boot available. 








'The plus side has its disadvantage so 
while the Full Bore is the safest boot, it 
is also the heaviest and least 
comfortable boot. At 3 9/16 pounds it 
is almost a full pound heavier than any 
of the other boots. Full Bore owners 
will tell you by the time their boots are 
broken in they’re worn out. They are 
extremely uncomfortable to walk any 
distance in. They are finished on the 
inside with padding by the ankles, 
something most of the other boots 
lacked, but the boot is just too stiff to 
walk with and just shifting a motorcycle 
is pure hassle. 

Full Bores no longer come with 
buckles but have an aluminum clamp to 
hold the strap. It is kind of neat but 
with age we expect the clamps would 
pop open and the pins which the clamps 
pivot on would break if hit even lightly. 
The staridard type buckles may have 
been a hassle to lace up but they always 
proved to be reliable. The new clamps 
are riveted to the boots and would be 
very difficult to repair if pulled out. The 
old type buckles were sewn on. 

The Full Bore has a really sturdy sole 
which gives good support. Problems 
came up on older models with the 
bonded on sole separating from the 
sewn on bottom portion of the boot. 
They could have corrected the problem 
by sewing all the way through the sole 
as done on the Hi Points but instead 
they chose to get around the problem 
by nailing a piece of tin across the front 
of the sole as some type of protection 
against separation. Expect the tin plate 
to fall off with use and the sole to 
separate. The same purpose is served by 
the plate located at the base of the 
front; it is a halfway measure to keep 
the flap from separating from the body 
of the boot. 

The Full Bore is still a good boot but 
it needs some basic design changes to 
remain competitive with some of the 
newer boots on the market. The ISDT 
enduro model is available in sizes 5 to 
13, E width. The smooth sole motocross 
model is available in half sizes from 7 to 
13. A children’s boot is also made and 
sells for $39.95. 








The A.S.R.’s were undoubtly the 
flashiest looking boots in the test. Blue 
with yellow trim and flame stitching on 
the front really makes them look wild. 
They’re also available in black with red 
trim. Some people don’t like them 
because they are too flashy looking but 
the younger crowd associated with the 
motocross scene will find them a 
popular choice. Looks will be their 
strongest selling point. 

As far as quality and construction 
went the A.S.R.'s had to be rated the 
lowest of the boots tested. A low 
quality grained leather is used on the 
outside of the boot. Inexpensive 
stamped steel buckles are used for the 
straps. The buckles are riveted very 
weakly to the sides of the boots and 
with the leather being as thing as it is 
there, they could possibly pull out quite 
easily. The boots themselves took on 
water the first time they were splashed 
as we rode across a stream. A plastic cap 
is built into the toe for protection there. 
The sole is unique, being a vulcanized 
two piece unit with neoprene rubber 
acting as a cushion for the hard plastic 
bottom piece. It is braded with nails at 
the front part of the sole to safeguard 
against separation and though it caused 
no problems it is a feature in the 
construction we didn't like. For the 
workmanship and quality of materials 
put into the boot it is overpriced. An 
American shoe manufacturer could 
produce and sell this German 
manufactured boot for $25 easily, but 
then no American manufacturer makes 
a popular motorcycle boot. 














With all the above features marked 
against the A.S.R. boots we took them 
out and went racing. For just 
motocrossing we found the A.S.R. 
boots to be the best of any of the boots 
tested. It kind of shook us up at first 
but we then realized the things which 
make a boot good for one thing--like 
riding enduros--don’t make it the 
perfect boot for something else. At 2 
6/16 pounds it was one of the lightest 
boots in the test, making it feel really 
comfortable. The plastic sole was 
perfect for sliding, it gave excellent arch 
support when standing on the pegs of a 
bike and the neoprene inner sble 
absorbed all the jolts and shocks. It was 
also the only boot tested which was 
fully lined on the inside with glove type 
leather. This was important because 
while the Hi Point and Full Bore boots 
had some inside padding, the A.S.R.'s 
were the only boots which didn't chafe 
our feet in one area or another. 

The A.S.R. boot is available with an 
ISDT enduro sole but we do not think it 
could stand up to the requirements 
needed for an enduro boot or the 
punishment it would be put through. As 


-a motocross boot it is an excellent 


choice and well worth the expensive 
price tag when compared in function 
with the other boots in the test. It is 
available in sizes 6 to 14, D width. 








We had a problem with the new 
Torsten Hallman Grand Prix boot right 
from the beginning of the test. It 
wouldn’t fit any of the three male 
members on our staff who were doing 
the testing. There wasn’t anything 
wrong with the foot sizing; it was 
perfect, but the straps were just too 
short for us to begin to even try to 
buckle them up. Just putting them on 
the front panel of the boot was pulled 
way too far over to one side. It appears 
the manufacturer, J. Lindstrand AB of 
Sweden, is building the boot to fit the 
smaller European sized person and that 
Torsten Hallman hasn't specified to 
them to build the upper part of the 
boot in a larger proportion to fit the 
American sized leg. We gave a call to 
Hallman to check on the problem and 
they reported to us they really hadn't 
run into any complaints over the upper 
sizing of the boots. Either the problem 
was particular to the 7 1/2 size boot 
which we were testing, a foot size 
normally smaller than most people 
wear, or people just aren’t buying the 
boot if it didn’t fit them properly and 
therefore have no reason to complain. 
The boot did fit one of our girl staff 
members well so we let her do the riding 
test on it. We do advise though that 
before you buy this boot, as well as any 
other boot, you try it on first. 

The Hallman boot was beautifully 
made, using soft leather and lots of 
foam padding. With respect to comfort 
it had to be rated as one of the best. It 
did rub a little on the back of the ankle 
while being broken in. The boot is very 
light, 2 3/16 pounds, the lightest 
padded boot in the test. The shoe 
cobbler liked the boot because the sole 
was sewn on and would be easy to 
replace or repair a number of times 
before the boot would wear out. The 
GP’s proved to be very waterproof. 
When they got muddy the polished 
leather used on the outside was easy to 
clean. Because of the proportional 
smallness of the boot, the soft feeling 
and the light weight, this would be the 
best choice of all the boots tested for a 
woman rider. 

The Hallman Grand Prix boots are 
available in motocross and enduro soles. 
Sizes are 6 1/2 to 12 with 6 1/2 and 8 
1/2 being the only half sizes. The price 
is pretty steep but Lindstrand AB is the 
same manufacturer which makes the 
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Hallman leather pants, the long lasting 


quality of which is unquestionable. A | 


children's model is also available in sizes 
4 to 8 for a more reasonable $36.95. 





Everyone wanted to wear the Vikings 
for the test as soon as we received them. 
Besides being an extremely attractive 
boot in design they were colored 
gingersnap brown. They are available in 
black but unless you're trying to match 
the color of the stripe on your leathers, 
get the gingers. 

The Vikings were the best quality 
boots in the test. The leather used is top 
rate, craftsmanship is excellent with 
straight stitches sewn well. The entire 
hard rubber sole is molded onto the 
bottom of the boot. No stitching to 
break or soles to separate. Molded into 
the hard rubber sole are steel taps at the 
front and back with a steel plate in the 
arch for support. There is also a steel 
cap in the toe. The buckles are stamped 
steel and could be a little sturdier 
because they do bend. 

Front shin protection is good but 
could be a little better. Side padding or 
protection is nonexistent. There is a 
small round leather pad on the bike side 
of the ankle but it is soon torn off by a 
metal footpeg or swingarm bolt. There 
is no inside finish to the boot and it 
would rub our heel, making it sore. The 
entire problem could be solved if the 
inside of the boot was lined with glove 
leather like the A.S.R.'s and some thin 
foam rubber padding were used. Thin 
leather and padding are the secret for 
comfort while avoiding the concrete 
shoe feeling a boot like the Full Bore 
gave us. 

At the weighin the Viking boot with 
the motocross sole registered 2 10/15 
pounds. The Viking is the best all 
around boot for general purpose riding. 
If you want a boot~which will see all 
kinds of action from trials to trail riding 
to enduros and motocross these are the 
best choice. Whatever area you lean 
toward most will be your determining 
factor in which sole pattern to choose: 
enduro or motocross. The Vikings are 
available in black or ginger, sizes 7 to 
12, D width. 


To find out what the Top Gears are 
like go back and reread the test on the 
Viking boots. Made in England for the 
Triumph Corporation’s accessory firm 
the Top Gear boot is made by the same 
boot manufacturer which makes the 
Vikings. The only difference between 
the two brands is the Top Gears have a 
slightly different pattern cut and red 
trim to give them a different identity. 
There is a larger piece of leather over 
the ankle area to give a little more 
protection there than there is on the 
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Vikings. Both the Vikings and Top 
Gears are quite waterproof. 

The Top Gear boots we tested were 
the Super model but at five dollars less 
the Vikings would be a better bargain. 
Last year's Top Gear boot without the 
elastic top is the Standard model. On 
the Super Top Gear model the little 
extra leather on the ankle isn't worth 
the increased price but maybe the fact 
that Top Gears are readily available at 
most Triumph dealers and in half sizes 
from 6 to 12 is. As we said previously 
the Viking/Top Gear boots would be 
the best choice for all around riding. 








HALLMAN MOTOCROSS

These would have to be rated as the 
best boots in the test for trials riding. 
For any other kind of riding they are 
practically worthless. They contain no 
padding, no hardened toe or any other 
form of foot protection. What makes 
them bad for any sort of competition 
makes them the perfect boot for trials 
riding. They are super light, only 1 
14/16 pounds. The leather is good 
quality and sturdy to protect your leg as 
it rubs against the bike. The sole is 
completely leather, but very thick and 
hard for good arch support. It offers the 
necessary protection for the low speed 
riding encountered in trials but will give 
complete freedom to the wearer as he 
works around on the motorcycle. 














They are not as flashy looking as the 
newer boots which are now out on the 
market because it is the same boot 
Torsten Hallman has been importing 
into the states since he first began years 
ago. The grained leather is good quality 
and the craftsmanship of the boot is 
excellent throughout. The buckles were 
the most heavy duty of all the boots 
tested. Of all the boots tested they 
would be the easiest and least expensive 
to repair if need be. They are available 
in sizes 7 to 12, D width. 


HERCULES MOTOCROSS

The Hercules is a real sleeper in the 
footwear department. It is 
conventional-looking with diamond 
pattern front padding and the regular 
seven buckle closure. Visually, it's 
nothing to get too excited about. But 
you don’t look at boots, you wear 
them, This is what this boot is all about. 
You pick it up and the first thing you 
feel is the heavy oiled saddle leather, It 
is an American-made boot so the skins 
used in manufacturer are very good 
thick American cowhide. 
European-made boots just don’t seem to 
have as thick and flaw-free a leather to 
choose from. 

The second thing is to put the boot 
on and, wonder of wonders, the boot 
actually fits like a shoe. Too many MX 
boots feel like you have Ritz cracker 
boxes on your feet byt the Hercules 
boot actually conforms to the foot 
giving a very good, comfortable “feel” 
even the first time you wear them. Even 
riders with smaller, hard to fit feet 
commented favorably on the fit of the 
boot. Another nice surprise comes when 
you buckle them up. The buckles work. 
They are very heavy duty units with the 
little rollers that make it easy to pull the 
straps through just the way you want 
them, It is possible to get the right 
tightness (or lack of it) all the way from 
instep to middle calf. The fact that 
they’re made on an American last 
definitely contributes the fact that they 
fit American riders. 

The top has double leather fold-over 
construction that works fairly well to 
keep mud and rocks out of the boot. 
The bottom has a mild sole pattern and 
smooth heel with just enough rise to 
hang on to a foot peg. Hercules has 
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incorporated a little metal toe tap that 
deflects a lot of rocks and gives some 
protection to the outside of the boot 
for you toe-dragging motocrossers. It 
definitely increases useful boot life. 

'The soles are double nylon stitched 
to the uppers and the welt extends out 
about as far as on a well-made wing tip 
shoe. A little red, white and blue leather 
inset at the Achilles’ tendon area 
provides the flex point for movement in 
walking. The Hercules comfort extends 
to walking around. They actually move 
and are not that uncomfortable to stroll 
in. This little inset was also the only 
weak point on the boot as the stitching 
came out of the right one about the 
second moto it was worn, 

There is a crepe leather fold-in inside 
the front of the boot,that keeps more 
dirt out than a plain old flap. This 
unspectacular-looking boot is pretty 
impressive in detailing and quality of 
materials. No critical stitching has come 
loose and the thick leather stayed 


After several motocrosses and some 
Hare Scrambles, nails started poking up 
through the sole of the boot on the 
inside. Most of them were in the area 
right above the footpeg when you're 
standing up. They were knocked back in 
with a drift and mallet. About four nails 
total worked through in this fashion. 

The strong points of the Hercules 
boot seem to be initial comfort (which 
continues with use) and feel of the 
boot; adequate protection with 
relatively, light weight; the heavy toe 
with the metal tips for added protection 
and preservation; excellent buckles and, 
in general, an ability to fit Americans 
very well. 

The Hercules boot comes in size 5 to 
13 including half sizes. The boots tested 
were a 9%, for example. Interestingly 
enough, they are the first boot that has 
gotten a lot of desert racers out of 
lace-up boots, which are generally 


thought to be the most comfortable 
type. 










flexible through some severe soakings.

More and more clubs and organizations are turning to the so called flip-card 
method of scoring enduros. Some riders used to the old system of writing in the 
actual time arrived on the score card have been confused. Hopefully this article will 
answer any questions you may have been asking yourself. 

The. flip-card scoring system has been widely used back East for some time now. 
However, the usually innovative California clubs have been slow to accept this 
simpler and, in my opinion, superior scoring setup. Perhaps they feel since it was not 
originated here on-the West Coast if couldn't be much good. It wasn't until July, 
1972 that the United Racing Association (of which I am proudly a member) first 
experimented with the system at their Surprise Enduro. They were so pleased with it 
that they have used it since. I’m not sure who used it next but I do know that the 
Pomona Valley Desert Riders used it at their Turkey Shoot Enduro last November. 
More clubs are willing to try it now that it has been in use and I feel it will soon 
become the rule instead of the exception. 


HOW IT WORKS 

Instead of entering the actual time you arrive at a check, the checkers enter the 
number of the rider due on that minute, For an example let's assume you are riding 
number 58, б 
OLD WAY 

You arrive at check 1. The checkers enter 9:30 on your card. You look at the sign 
and the key time is 8:32. Mentally you subtract 58 minutes from 9:30 and arrive at 
8:32. Great, you zeroed it! But you can see it is a difficult subtraction to make 
especially when you are on a tight schedule and it is easy to make a mistake because 
you have to take the 60 minutes hour into account when you subtract. You can 
depend on your watch (which is set on key time) to determine if you are on time but 
your watch and theirs may not agree so it is best to do the subtraction to check. 
FLIP CARD 

You arrive at check 1. The checkers enter 58 on your card. Since that is your 
number you have zeroed the check. Simple huh? Let's assume they entered 56. Well 
58 minus 56 is two so you are two minutes early and have lost four points. If they 
had entered 60, you were two minutes late losing two points. At the end of the 
enduro a glance at your score card will tell you how many points you had lost. Any 
numbers other than 58 means you were early or late at those checks. At a tie breaker 
check they would have entered the seconds you arrived also. If you zeroed the tie 
breaker your number would have read 58-30, 30 being 30 seconds into the minute. 


THE ADVANTAGES 

The score cards can be scored much faster and easier with more accuracy since 
only simple calculations are used. The riders know instantly when they hit a check if 
they are on time or early or late. Actual flip cards do not have to be used. A simple 
list of times showing the rider number due at that time will suffice for each check. 
The chief scorer at each check then calls out the number somewhat like the time is 
called out now, However, most clubs will probably use the flip cards since the 
checkers can visually see what number to write down and won’t have to‘worry about 
hearing the number over the noise of the motorcycles. The cards are numbered 1 to, 
say, 150 and are turned over when the minute changes. For the early numbers it 
would probably be best to also include some minus numbers in case number one 
comes smoking into a check early. | 

If you like the new system start requesting the clubs to get in gear and get with it. |

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LITTLE HARPETH NATIONAL ENDURO

NASHVILLE, TN., Feb. 11, 1973 — 
1972 National Enduro Champion Bill 
Kain took the overall win at the Little 
Harpeth National Enduro. Bill, the 
Pittsburgh Pirate, was one of a select 
group of less than a dozen riders who 
managed to finish the 100 plus mile 
enduro, 

A member of the sponsoring 
organization, Don  Thava, Factory 
Works, commented, “It was our first 
National and we evidently made it too 
tough. We didn’t provide sections where 
time could be made up." 
Understatement of the young enduro 
season. 

The temperature was below the 
freezing point at the 8:01 am key time, 
but Mother Nature had hung ol' Sol up 
in full force. The original starting point 
was moved 1.7 miles up the route away 
from the muddy pit area which served 
as home for many out of staters the 
night before, 

The bulk of the run was through 
thick wood sections and over very rough 
and rutted Jeep trails. Several TVA 
powerline sections put some rather 
awesome hills in front of the riders. The 
downhill runs in these sections were at 
times more difficult than the uphill runs 
as the frozen ground along with the ever 
present ruts made the downhills 
resemble trials sections. 

Doug Wilford, general manager of 
Penton East, won the 0-125 “A” class 
and praised the Factory Works for the 
well marked run but questioned the 
“virgin woods we had to virtually 
trailblaze.”. Wilford added, “the 24 MPH 
average was just too fast for the tight 
run. A slower average would have made 
the enduro a great one.” 

Wilford’s Penton _ teammate Tom 
Penton, currently stationed in Florida 
with the U.S. Air Force, finished second 
in the 125 class despite an encounter 
with a tree branch which opened up a 
cut which required eight stitches to 
close. Tom hit the next to last check, 
the sixth, several minutes over the 
allowed hour late and was out of the

It seems that if you disconnect the 
wires (which are of convenient box plug 
design) from the ignition switch to the 
battery, a key is no longer needed. This 
worked out very well when on our first 
trip out we found out...Hmmmm, no 
keys. 

The 100 seemed to respond to any 
request we put to it. It is equipped with 
Yamaha’s well known “Torque 
Induction" which aids acceleration 
immensely. Power was always there, 
which was a welcome surprise to those 
who are used to bigger machines. It is a 
very fast 100 single, even with the mild 
enduro engine. 

The only fault we found with the 
injection system which prevails on all 
Yamaha's dirt machines, is that once 
you wind the R's out in any given gear, 
the power flattens out. Therefore, gear 
changes are needed more often to keep 
the engine within its power band. 
Shifting was Yamaha-standard, i.e., crisp 
and faultless with short throws. Rowing 
through the gears and keeping the 
98cc's buzzing was more fun than 
hassle. 

Engine design is basically unchanged 
from '72. A five-speed gear box with a 
wet clutch is standard. Throughout our 
test neither gave us any problems. You 
would not need to make any sprocket 
changes as it has plenty of pulling power 
for both pavement and off-road riding. 

Aside from its great power 
characteristics, the thing that impressed 
us most about the 100 is how well it 
handled. The forks are of small diameter 
but didn't seem to protest in even the 
roughest of conditions, The rear shocks 
work for the light scooter. The machine 
is light enough for a rider to hold it 
steady if it gets out of shape due to an 
excess of zeal. This feature is nice, too, 
when considering that many of these 
bikes are purchased for the wife or 
younger child in the family. (Of course, 
Dad will probably sneak off with it and 
have a great time.) 

Control placement seemed to favor 
the average to smaller size person. This 
aspect seemed to be more noticeable in 
the foot-operated controls rather than 
the hand ones. A "knees in the mouth” 
atmosphere was created when a 
six-footer mounted the bike. The low 
profile made it super-fun for impromptu 
short track races and laying it way over

in corners, breaking the rear wheel 
loose. 

Brakes were pure Yamaha — they 
were excellent, Locking the wheels up 
was never a problem, if so desired. The 
air cleaner was of the non-enclosed 
under the seat tin can variety and did a 
surprisingly good job in the constant 
rain and mud we encountered during 
the past month. 

During our testing sessions we 
traveled the gamut of race tracks and 
parks in and around the Los Angeles 
area, Hills, sandwashes, MX courses, 
trials areas, TT tracks, a short enduro 
and whatever else happened along were 
attacked by a given rider and the trusty 
little 100. It seemed to get along fine in 
any location even though it was not 
spectifically designed for any one of 
them. We even found ourselves out ata 
local road race course with it. 

As a so-called "pit bike", it meets or 
beats all the other competition as well 
as being a great little around-towner. 


Local trips to the store for ice cream or 
cigarettes fit it perfectly. It also fits 
little kids and small-statured ladies for 
whom it was probably intended. 

These past few sentences represent 
the meat of the Yamaha 100 enduro, 
These things are what the little bugger is 
all about. For the serious racer, it could 
be a neat play bike. For the week-end 
camper, it could be a cheap and easy 
way to enjoy the terrain or buzz down 
to the store for some food if he ran out. 

And most ideally, for the wife or son 
of one of the above types it could be 
the right answer for their involvement in 
the sport of motorcycling. No longer 
does the second half of the family have 
to be left out when father goes riding. 

Yamaha has filled a need with a bike 
for people who always wanted to be like 
the big boys and ride a real motorcycle. 
It does just about anything acceptably 
and is so much fun, testers fought over 
it. And it keeps running and running 
and running.

It was the original pistol, A 250cc 
weapon capable of making itself felt by 
whatever came up against it. Six second 
0 to 60 times, wheelies in three gears, 
explosive acceleration. When you think 
you've seen it all, shift into sixth. It was 
that kind of bike; very intense. No three 
fifty could match it, and even 500's 
lived in fear. It was years before any 
250 dared cross its path. It was the X-6 
Hustler, Suzuki’s proof that’ there was 
indeed a substitute for cubic inches, 

The X-6 was a fly-weight 
firebreather, a machine bred with 
performance taking precedence over 
anything. Which makes its descendant, 
the subject of this test, something of a 
surprise. The GT-250 bears only a vague 
outward resemblance to the  X-6. 
Compared to its progenitor, the GT-250 
is a sissy. No tire-smoking, 
wheel-standing, hairy-chested antics for 
this kid. No way. 

It may be a slug, but it's a refined 
slug. “You go ahead and smoke the 
fellas, Mom, I think I'll just kind of 
relax and take a nice quiet ride." 

This mild mannered little dear seems 
to believe that a 250 should stay in its 
place and not go creating a row. Oh 
sure, it can be fun to ride around town, 
but it should be quiet and docile. 


- Handling and stopping well is a good 


idea, but it should be kind of gentle to 
ride and, you know, comfortable. And 
well, gee, it shouldn’t be a show-off. 
The radical difference in the Suzuki 
Hustler family can’t be traced to their 
engines. The two units look about the 
same. This year the GT-250 has received 
the same "Ram-Air Cooling” shroud 
that is found on the larger Suzy street 
bikes. In all other ways, however, it 
looks like last year's 250. It is still 
coupled to the six-speed gear box which 
seems rather strange because of the 
change in performance characteristics. 
The performance decrease has its 
origin in the carburetors. The throttle 
slides have been lengthened slightly and 
now don't pull all the way out of the 
venturi, In other words, the throttle 
doesn't open all the way. The 26 
millimeter Mikunis are effectively made 
about 20mm  Mikunis, and engine 
performance goes away. The GT-250 is 
redlined at eight grand, but it won't pull 
above 6,800. In the higher gears it won't 


above 6,000 RPM. Claimed 
maximum horsepower is 31 at 7000 
RPM. The engine has a governor and 
doesn't put out the ponies that lurk 
inside. Б 
Other things limit the Suzuki 250's 


pull 


performance as well. It has gained 
weight. The conversion from T250R 
Hustler to GT-250 mild mannered street 
bike has put on 20 pounds. It isn’t that 
much, but combined with the loss of 
horsepower it has a way of making itself 
felt. 

When you first see the machine you 
realize where the weight comes from. 
“That is a big bike for a 250!” said one 
staffer at first glance. More size means 
more weight. It comes in the form of a 
bigger seat, more gas capacity, the 
ram-air shroud, bigger instruments, 
better brakes, in short a more pleasant 
machine is what the changes in the 
GT-250 Hustler (it bears the same 
name) are all about, 

Everybody’s doing it. Suddenly 
performance doesn’t really matter and 
most of the bikes coming out of Japan 
are down on performance and up on 
pleasantness. Suzuki has gone farther in 
this direction than most anybody. It is 
comfortable. The long, wide seat is 
properly stuffed and gives you and your 
pillion pal no cause to dislike it, The 
bars were well-placed, but the grips were 
a tad small and made of the same hard 
rubber as most Japanese grips. The 
non-folding footpegs fits us all, but our 
tallest (6’2”) staffer found that the 
position forced him to keep slight 
pressure on the brake pedal at all times. 

There was some vibration, but it 
wasn’t intense enough to fatigue. Like 
all. Suzuki's street bikes it was quiet 
enough that you could wind it out in a 
hospital zone without being 
conspicuous. Fender protection was 
excellent, something we were 
particularly appreciative of during 
Southern California’s recent monsoons, 

The gas tank holds a healthy 3.9 
gallons without being obnoxious about 
it. We found that it held 3.9 gallons 
when dry at the same time that we 
discovered that it would go only eight 
miles on reserve. It went between 30 
and 40 miles on a gallon of gas and can 
manage 140 miles before you have to 
find a gas station, The vacuum type 
petcock (pioneered by Suzuki) is very

handy if you are the lazy or forgetful 
type and wish to avoid flooding your 
crankcases, 

Despite all its touring-like 
accouterments, the GT-250 is not a 
touring machine. It doesn’t have the 
necessary beans to go rushing around a 
car in a high-speed pass situation. 
However, it is at home enough on the 
freeway to provide the commuter with 
daily transportation.

It will serve the daily rider in other 
ways. One kick always brought it to life, 
and it was prepared to set off 
immediately with no further fuss about 
warm-up. It never fouled a plug or even 
thought about it. Nothing caused it to 
stop running. It used almost no oil at 
all. In fact, the oil tank stayed full for 
so long that we began to wonder if the 
line might be plugged. The fact that, for 
all intents and purposes, it didn’t

smoke, did nothing to make us less 
curious or fearful. After almost 1000 
miles, the oil tank finally asked for 
another quart and we went back to 
enjoying it. It sure is nice to not leave a 
cloud behind as you go flailing away 
from a stop, and Suzuki's ""Posi-force" 
lubrication system put the oil where it 
does the most good, 

The handling and brakes were all that 
they needed to be and more, The 
suspension is a proper match of comfort 
and control. Steering is quite neutral 
with no tendency to fall in or resist 
turning. Bumps never send you 
anywhere that you didn't intend to go. 
It was nearly impossible to ground the 
GT-250 with the stock tires. The 
drawback to the good handling is that it 
makes you wish for more power. 

The new front disc brake is also more 


panels. 


than adequate for the power and 350 
pound weight of the machine. The 
GT-250 is the smallest street machine to 
get a disc brake so far, and it 
demonstrates that a disc is a good idea 
on a small machine, too. The disc would 
squeak occasionally, but only when 
applied quite lightly. Like the front 
disc, the cable operated rear drum brake 
could lock the wheel whenever you felt 
like it. Both were progressive and 
controllable. 

The other controls varied, The clutch 
was very light and never slipped or 
grabbed, despite being treated to several 
long sessions of burnouts and wheelies 


by one staffer. Throttle response was. 


affected by the change in carburetion 
since the only place where the machine 
comes on the ports is out of range of 
what power band that the carburetion 


The machine is large for a 250. The seat and tank are big and the machine is tall. All this is done 
without doing anything unseemly with the styling except for the ugly fake louvres on the side

allows. Beyond the changed carburetors 
there still lurks a peaky engine. 
Changing the slides wouldn't hurt a 
thing. In fact, we intended to do it 
ourselves, but the slides never arrived at 
our dealer while we had the bike. 

The transmission is still a six-speed 
and still works very well. Low is low 
enough to do wheelies just by 
hammering on the throttle, and sixth is 
an overdrive, Locating neutral is easy. 

Among other things that caught our 
attention around the machine were the 
horrible fake louvres on the oil tank and 
tool box cover. They are quite ugly. The 
headlight is fair, but the taillight is 
Suzuki’s neat double bulb job that gives 
you a back-up bulb and a chance to find 
and replace ablown bulb before you get 
rear-ended, The big instruments are 
nice, but tend to be slightly erratic. Two 


of the bulbs in the instruments went 


poof as did the low bean filament.

GT—250 needs some engine redesign of 
porting and such. Otherwise, the slides 
should be changed and the Hustler 
should go back to being the flashy 
wheelstanding breath-taker that it once 
was. It is still the off-spring of Hustler, 


but it feels a little schizoid about it.

One of our esteemed columnists has been 
exceedingly concerned about motorcycling as an 
implement fetishism (hoplophilia).
